I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  Distruct  for  the  year  ended  3"lst 
December,  1966, 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  19^3  v/as 
5,080,  an  increase  of  20  over  that  for  1964®  In  estim,ating  the 
population,  the  Registrar  states  that  account  has  been  taken  of  the  figures 
produced  by  the  Census  carried  out  in  April,  1961* 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  100, 
a  decrease  of  68  on  the  I964  figure® 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  60,(that  is 
29  Males  and  3^  Females),  and  this  figure  shov;s  a  decrease  of  8  on  that 
for  the  previous  year's  figures.  There  vwre  2  still  births  during  the 
year,  all  males. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  10  and  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for  2  deaths 
a  decrease  of  1  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  19*7  for  England  and  V/ales  was  again  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country, 

A  total  of  21  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded  (as 
against  4  notifications  received  during  I964., )  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  4,  Chicken  Pox  1:6  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1, 

During  I965  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  received  no  notifications 
of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  Diphtheria  has  once  again  struck 
in  Derbyshire,  Unfortunately  two  children  died  in  the  very  early  stages 
and  many  contacts  had  to  be  followed  up.  This  once  again,  emphasizes  the 
only  answer  to  this  disease  is,  that  immunisation  of  all  children  is  a  must  for 
all  parents, 

I  have  once  again,  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr,  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
to  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers,  for  thein  support  and  assistance,  and  to 
the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year,

Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions* 

I  am  informed  by  the  Housing  Manager,  that  at  the  end  of  19^3,  there 
v/ere  61  applications  on  the  ’v/aiting  list',  divisible  into  the  following 
groups  ; -

With  reference  to  my  19^4  Report,  Ministerial  approval  was  granted 
for  the  erection  of  10  Old  Peoples  Flats  in  Kingsfield  Road,  and  the 
development  commenced  September,  1963o  These  flats  are  to  be  fully 
centrally  heated  from  a  communal  boiler  sited  centrally  within  the  block 
of  flats*  Domestic  hot  water  will  also  be  obtained  from  this  communal 
boiler.  It  is  hoped  that  these  flats  will  be  completed  and  occupied  by 
the  late  summer  of  I9660  The  scheme  is  certainly  an  imaginative  one 
and  provision  has  been  niiade  for  the  completion  of  Kingsfield  Road  (a  cul- 
de-sac)  with  further  flats  of  a  similar  nature. 

The  development  by  the  Council  on  the  main  housing  site  west  of 
Derby  Road,  Wirks worth,  in  order  to  provide  building  plots  for  private 
developers *has  continued  apace. 
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HOUSIN&  -  &ENEEALLY 


The  v/ork  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the 
district  was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  196l-c-  This  routine, 
but  essential  work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails 
a  considerable  number  of  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors, owners  and 
occupiers  by  vjrtue  of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory. 

However,  it  has  always  been  m.y  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  that  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature, 
is  most  time  consuming. 

The  measure  of  success  obtained  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  C 
showing  Unfit  houses  made  fit  owners  after  informal  action  by  the  Local 
Authority, 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 


No  Certificates  of  Disreapir  were  either  applied  for  or  issued  during 
1965,  and  one  can  only  conclude  that  such  tenants  as  have  cause  for  complaint 
prefer  to  obtain  redress  for  their  housing  grievances  by  direct*  complaint  to 
this  Department  for  action  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts .

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  new  Council  Houses  were  completed  in  1^63 
the  progress  under  this  heading  has  been  very  limited  indeed,  and  for  your 
information,  the  following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with 
by  the  Department  since  the  Ministry  called  for  a  review

IMPROVEMENT  G-RAI\tTS 


Y/ork  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
steady  rate.  Sixteen  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  a  total  of  eleven  in  19 64.  All  these  Standard 
Grant  Applications  aert^;  approved.  This  work  is,  I  think,  one  of  the  most 
satisfying  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work,  as  the  applicant  is  in  all  cases 
very  satisfied,  with  his  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each  case  a  house  has 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas. 

It  is  also  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  this  work  of  improving  houses 
leads  to  an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term,  prevents 
the  deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  the  provision 
of  a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  applications  received  and  approved 
for  Standard  Grants  from  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt  be  of 
interest  to  members  of  the  Council

Local  Authority  Building  has  been  dealt  with  in  my  preceding  section  of 
this  Report,  but  there  still  remains  the  question  of  private  building, 
upon  which  you  will  wish  to  have  information. 

A  total  of  18  privately  developed  houses  and  bungalows  have  been 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year  under  review,  with  a  further  12  under 
constiniction  at  31  st  December,  1963* 

Further  to  last  year's  report,  the  development  of  the  private 
estate  at  Willowbath  Lane  and  Ian  Avenue,  which  had  been  delayed  was 
completed  in  May,  1963.  On  the  other  private  estate  in  the  Nan  G-ells 
Hill  area,  six  out  of  the  eleven  houses  have  now  been  completed. 

Reference  under  the  heading  of  Housing  by  U.D.C.  will,  remind 
you  that  those  portions  of  the  Council's  Estates  set  aside  for  private 
ownership  have  developed  quite  rapidly.  The  manner  in  which  this  Estate 
has  been  developed  by  the  Council  (i.e.  roads  and  sewers  constructed  by  the 
U.D.C.  and  individual  houses  and  bungalows  by  private  persons)  has  proved 
very  successful  and  has  undoubtedly  filled  a  much  needed  want  in  this 
District,  In  the  majority  of  this  private  building  the  Council  have  loaned 
the  money  to  the  prospective  purchasers  and  in  this  wa^^  have"  increased 
the  rateable  value  by  not  only  making  available  money  for  the  actual  building 
of  the  houses  and  bungalows,  but  also  have  provided  the  funds  for  these 
persons  to  purchase  the  Council's  own  land, 

I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  vd.ll  be  interested  in  the 
following  table,  which  indicates  the  total  number  of  houses  completed 
by  both  Private  Enterprise  and  the  Local  Authority  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban 
District  since  building  recommenced  after  the  last  v/ar.

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  year 
1965,  there  v/ere  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notifi ed  within  the  Urban 
Area,  which  necessitated  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  instructing  me  to  carry 
out  disinfection. 


DISINFESTATION 


Once  again  no  cases  of  bed  bug  inf’estation  were  brought  to  my  notice 
during  the  year. 

As  in. previous  years,  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time 
regarding  infestation  of  old  properties  with  woodworm  and  the  death  ;vatch 
beetle,  and  in  all  instances  the  occupants  were  given  the  necessary  advice 
and  instructions  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests- 

The  Council's  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  were  used 
whenever  necessary  with  gratifying  results,  and  a  number  of  infestations  of 
cockroaches  (Blattella  C-ermancia)  yielded  to  extensice  treatment,  v/hich  consisted 
of  the  use  of  smoke  generators.

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  unde.r  reviev/,  the  Urban  District 
has  worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Mr,  FoB,  Oates,  and  again  I 
would  like  to  express  ny  gratitude  to  him. 

In  June,  Mr,  F,B.  Cates,,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  .Fisheries 
and  Food  together  with  your  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  the  sewer  testing 
and  treatmebt  of  the  whole  of  the  sewerage  system,  when  most  gratifying 
results  were  obtained  and  recorded,  0.f  29  manholes  treated  on  22.nd  June,  there 
were  8  m.anholes  shov/ing  bait  taken  when  reinspected  on  the  25th  June,  1965* 

On  June  25th  and  29th,  a  tuHh^lO  manholes  were  treated  with  Warfarin 
No, 5  containing  Para-Nitrophenol  r.reservative  and  Whole  Iheat  (Rentokil 
Bistrol  Base)  and  on  these  occasions  there  were  originally  1  complete  take 
and  8  partial  takes,  whilst  on  the  final  visit  there  ’we.re  no  complete 
talces  and  4  partial  takes.  On  the  final  visit  8  02s,  baits  were  laid 
in  five  manholes  and  the  sewer  treatments  were  brought  to  a  successful 
conclusion. 

This  close  co-operation  with  the  Regional  Office  is  of  mutual 
advantage  to  both  the  Council  and  the  Minist.ry, 

During  the  year,  (together  with  your  Public  Health  Chairman  or  his 
substitute)  I  have  also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Derbyshire  Workable 
area  Committees  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food,  and  these  have  proved  most  interesting  and  instructive,

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Despite  the  vagaries  of  the  weather,  v^hich  we  ecscperience  in  the 
hills  of  Derbyshire,  Bank  holidays,  normal  Annual  holidays,  difficulties 
caused  by  sickness,  and  mechanical  breakdowns,  it  is  fair  ro  state  that  on 
the  whole  a  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  District, 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  refuse  collection  a  weekly  collection 
of  Pail  and  Privy  Closets  wa s  also  carried  out. 

All  the  refuse  collected  in  the  Urban  District  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Hopton  Tip  for  the  Wirksworth  Town  Area  and  the  Middleton  Tip  takes  the 
Middiet on-by-Wirksworth  refuse. 

The  Council  are  well  av/are  of  the  limited  tipping  facilities  which 
remain  at  the  Hopton  Tip  and  I  have  searched  the  whole  area  for  a  suitable 
new  site  without  success,  although  certain  suggestions  have  been  put  forvvard 
and  rejected. 

At  the  time  of  wilting  this  report  the  Council  is  considering  the 
extension  of  the  present  tipping  site  at  Hopton  Lane  into  the  adjoining  fields 
I  am  in  contact  with  the  Area  Planning  Officer,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
owners  and  the  tenant  of  the  plot  in  question.  One  would  have  thought  that  in 
a  quarrying  area  such  as  this,  sites  would  be  readily  available,  but  this  is  not 
so  and  the  tipping  position  is  nov/  becoming  almost  desperate, 

I  can  forsee  the  time  rapidly  approaching  when  smaller  Council's  may 
have  to  join  forces  on  the  question  of  refuse  disposal  and  seek  one  of  the 
alternative  means  fo  final  disposal  by  mechanised  plant,  such  as  incinerators 
pulverisers,  bio-stabilisers  and  compost  producing  plants,  etc,,  a  costly 
undertaking. 

Regarding  the  mechanical  side  of  the  collections,  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Council  purchased  a  new  refuse  vehicle  in  December,  19^5. 

It  is  intended  that  the  old  vehicle  will  be  kept  as  a  spare  for  use  in  the  event 
of  breakdowns.  This  is  obviously  a  much  more  satisfactory  situation  than 
heretofore. 

In  all  branches  of  this  work  I  can  give  no  better  tribute  to  the  men 
than  to  say  that  more  work  output  was  achieved  without  extra  staff.  It  can 
probably  be  said  that  no  service  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  affects  every 
person  so  intimately  as  the  public  cleansing  service,  where  a  representative  calls 
regularly  each  week. 

It  is,  I  think,  a  service  taken  miuch  for  granted  until  the  rare 

occasion  when  for  some  reason  or  other  the  slightest  variation  from  the  expected 
weekly  routine  emptying  of  the  dustbin  occurs.  Perversely  the  better  the  service 
the  more  noticeable  any  departure  from  the  normal,  particularly  at  holiday 
times  when  the  men  themselves,  of  course,  entitled  to  expect  a  rest  from  their 
labours , 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanicing  the  manual 
workers  of  this  Department,  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  Foreman,  for  their 
v/ork  during  the  year.

The  enforcement  of  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations  is  not 
a  minor  duty  requiring  a  minimum  of  attention,  on  the  contrary,  such  Acts 
where  loss  of  life,  personal  injury  or  damage  to  property  may  result  through 
lack  of  proper  enforeement,  require  a  high  standard  of  technical  knowledge 
for  their  proper  performance. 

During  the  year,  visits  were  made  to  premises  for  the  purpose  of 
the  inspection  and  examination  of  sites,  installations  and  the  electrical 
equipment  associated  with  the  pumps.  The  number  of  licences  issued  was 
fifteen  and  the  fees  for  licensing,  etc.,  amounted  to  £11.  0.

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VaTER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for  the 
town,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  I.G,  Edwards,  Engineer  and  G-eneral  Manager, 
South  Derbyshire  Water  Bcnrd  for  his  observations  which  ai'e  given  below 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters, 

A  total  of  100  bacteriological,  3  chemiqal  and  99  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
Wprks  and  from  various  points  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District,

The  subject  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of  course, 
changed  from  time  to  time. 

.5..  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 


Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineration 
wherever  possiblem  failing  this,  on  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips. 

6.  Ice-Cream  Regulations 


The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cre£m, 
now  stands  at  20.  None  of  the  20  registered  retailers  of  ice-cream  actually 
manufacture  ice-cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  ice-creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  20  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  wherever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  for  examination.

These  results  mean  that,  out  of  a  total  of  134  samples  taken 
by  me,  only  one  was  unsatisfactory,  and  this  resulted  in  the  v/ithdrawal 
of  the  remaining  stocks,  Liason  with  the  various  firms  of  manufacturers 
has  been  of  the  highest  order  and  I  have  no  complaints  to  register  regarding 
the  way  in  which  these  firmis,  most  of  them  of  national  repute,  coll.ab orate. 
In  fact,  I  have  on  record  in  vj'riting,  their  thanks  for  at  all  times  keeping 
them  fully  informed  of  results,  etc,. 

In  all  cases,  whatever  the  results,  copies  of  the  Laboratory 
Reports  have  been  fomvarded  to  the  respective  retailers  so  that  they  are 
kept  fully  informed.  Many  retailers  continue  to  display  these  results  in 
their  shop  premises  for  the  information  of  the  purchasing  public. 

Food  Hygiene  Reis:ulations,  I96O 


Food  Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations,  i960  which  consolidate  and 
amend  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  of  1955/57,  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
October,  I96O, 

I  have  continued  to  carry  out  routine  hygiene  inspections  under

FISH  FRYING-  PREMISES 


The  two  Fish  Frying  Premises  in  the  Aiea  received  routine  inspections 
during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  conditions 
obtained  therein. are  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  further  major  alterations  w'orthy  of  note  carried 
out  to  either  of  these  premises  during  the  period  under  review. 

Both  these  fish  frj^ing  establishments  have  been  com.plerely  modernised 
over  the  last  few  years  and  now  they  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 


BAIvHHOUSES 


As  will  be  seen  from  my  statistics  under  ^^eneral  Sanitary 
Administration  at  the  comuiencement  of  this  report,  there  is  now  only  cne 
bakehouse  in  use  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  and  I  can  only  continue 
to  bring  to  your  notice  each  year  the  conditions  prevailing  in  this 
establishment.  No  further  actual  structural  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  to  this  Wirksworth  Bakehouse  where  the  business  is  still  carried  on 
in  very  grim  surroundings  with  little  room  for  extension.  I  can  only 
repeat  what  I  have  reported  to  you  in  previous  years  that  I  would  dearly 
like  to  see  these  premises  either  brought  up  to  the  modern  standards  now 
enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  the  workers  in  this  industry,  or,  alternatively 
cease  to  be  used. 

However,  the  standard  of  bread  and  confectionary  produced  from  xhese 
premises  appears  to  be  of  good  quality  and  I  have  had  no  complaints  whatsoever 
from  the  public  during  the  period  under  review* 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

In  July,  19645  my  Council  were  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain 
the  services  of  Mr.  C,R,  Dili,  (the  retired  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  an 
adjoining  Authority),  and  he  was  appointed  on  a  part-time  basis  to  carry  out 
the  new  duties  placed  upon  the  Council  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963.  Mr.  Dili  continuadhis  part-time  service  untdl  August, 
1963,  at  which  time  Mr.  J.E.  MacLeod  was  appointed  full  time.  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Assistant  Surveyor.  On  the  termination  of 
his  appointment,  the  Council  expressed  their  gratitude  to  Mr.  Lill  for  his 
invaluable  service.
